NEW LOAN.

MINISTER’S' SANCTION. 


At the monthly meeting of the Dublin City 
Council next Monday, Councillor T. Kelly, 
T.D., will move that the resolution passed at 
the last. meeting, adopting the report of the 
Housing and General P es Committee, be 
rescinded. 

This report, jt will be remembered, led to 
an uproar when jt was considered at the 
meeting of A t 14th, the trouble starting 
when Mr, Martin O’Sullivan moved an amend- 
ment deleting a provision that seats in the 
publie gallery should be limited to holders of 
tickets. Amidst continual interruption, the 
amendment was defeated, and the motion for 
the adoption of the report was carried, the 
Fianna Fail members protesting that they 
‘did not know what they were voting for.” 
Afterwards, Mr. Kelly said he would give 
notice of motion to rescind the decision at the 
next meeting.» 

A letter from the Department of Local Go- 
vernment and Public Health has been received, 
which conveys the Minister’s sanction to 
the borrowing by the Corporation of a further 
loan of £250,000 for the Purposes of the Small 
Dwellings Acquisition Acts. There is a 
further communication from the City Manager 
and Town Clerk notifying the allocation to 
Dublin of £40,000 for wages in connection 
with the execution of unemployment relief 
works, and reporting that these works will 
involve an expenditure of about £10,000 for 
the necessary materials. 

The monthly report of the City Manager 
and Town Clerk, whieh will also con- 
sidered, states that, under the scheme for the 
award of secondary scholarships, 403 applica- 
tions were received for permission to compete.

DUBLIN CATTLE MARKET. 


A continuance of the heat wave in Britain, 
and a consequent reduction in the consump- 
tion of meat, together with a falling off :n 
the demand for fresh meat locally and an 
increase of 294 in the number of cattle on 
offer, had a depressing effect upon business 
in the Dublin Cattle Market yesterday. From 
the outset trade was slow, and on the average 
cattle prices showed a decline of 1s. per ewt. 
Probably owing, to the long spell of drought 
and the shortage of grass, a good many 
animals showed a lack of finish, and these 
were almost entirely neglected. Heavy-weight 
heifers were almost unsaleable, and the same 
might be said of similar bullocks, though 
trade for these was not so“sluggish. Choice 
handy-weight heifers realised from 23s. 6d. 
to 24s., but most of them sold at prices 
ranging from 20s. to 23s, 6d., a fair number 
changing hands at 2ls. per cwt. Bulloas 
ranged from 18s. 9d. to 23s. per cwt. The 
total number of cattle on offer was 3,830, and 
not more than a third of these were sold. 
EN gga were present in fair numbers, but 
only bought to fill immediate requirements, 
while home buyers were equally cautious, 
owing to the reported decline in their trade. 

The German agent was again in evidence, 
and, as regards good fat cows, bulls, and 
some bullocks A heifers. helped to save a 
dificult situation. He bought about 240 
animals all told for shipment Sy special boat 
to Bremen. 

Both sheep and lambs were cheaper than a 
week ago, ewes being 2s. to 2s. 6d. per head 
lower, while lambs ranged from 10s. to 22s. 
and 24s. per head, only the tops bringing 
anything like late rates, Nice hoggets for 
the Dublin trade were firmer, but sales were 
restricted.

SCOTTISH FARMERS WANT 
A CHANGE, 

It was stated at a Mine of the Scottish 
Chamber of Agriculture, heid in Edinburgh, 
that the duty on Irish store cattle was creat. 
ing dissatisfaction, but the British Govern- 
ment was in the difficult position that it had 
to collect its money from the Free State some- 
how. i ' 

Mr. W. F. Bosomworth described the pre- 
sent, method oí valuing Irish cattle imports as 
iniquitous and chaotic. The cattle were 
tarified according to age, and this was deter- 
mined by the growth of the molar teeth. If 
the Customs’ valuation was higher than the 
trader’s declaration the higher value was 
applied, with a fine. If a lower valuation 
was applied there was no rebate. In practice 
the system was absolutely scandalous. So 
much was due in duty and expenses that 
cattle were sometimes left in the Customs’ 
hands at Glasgow, unclaimed, because it was 


not worth anyone’s while taking possession of 


them. 

A weight basis was the better method, and 
would get at the fat beast, as Scottish farmers 
deSired. It was decided to press for a change 
in the tariff, based on cattle weights.
